Smt,-—In viow of the recent proposal of 
Mr Howatt to start a ‘Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animaly,’—a most 
worthy idea, by tho way, ip a place lik 
this—it scems opportune to call attention | 
to tho carelessness of which ‘shooting 
mon are guilty. - During! thi ipo and 
Quail season (it ia these birds, which suffer 
most) whon the man with the gun is trying 
to take a bag, and practically races over 
the ground alljday, he,“as a rule, leaves 
the gathering of tho birds to hia coolis, 
who, not being a member of sucha Society 
ag the above,puts them on the * Snipe- 
atick' alive or doad, as they happen to be 
found. ‘Then again, birds are soen to drop 
but ofton cannot be picked up, the major. 
ty of them being ‘ runners ‘wounded birds 
forced to die a lingering death, chiefly for 
our pleasure, and it is only Tight that 0 
littto tronblo should be spent in_ try- 
ing to find them. I am sure if all 
sportamon who go out for this exercise 
and amusement, will pay n little attention 
to these matters, and see that all: rounded 
birda that can bo gathored are killed as 
quickly as possible. Tt will not interfere 
with their bag, bat will set.a goud exemple 
to the ignorant natives, and be the-right 
thing to do.- ‘To the uninitisted the most 
humane and expeditions way of killing 
wounded birds is to grasp them by the 
body, wings cl in to the sides, and breast
